EDITOK'S DAYBOOK—A 
few months ago we comment- 
ed on a new television pro- 
gram, "Medic," and predicted 
that the show would gain pop- 
ularity. Some critics panned it 
but one or more of the "rat- 
ing" agencies now list it near 
the top. 


"Medic," we thought, had the 


quality of drama that was differ 
ent. Tt was an attempt to be fac 
tual In dealing with an often mis 
understood subject of medicine and 
aurgery. It was educational. It had 
the impact of a good newspaper 
feature story. 


"Medic" has a "helper" In the 


«ame field. That's "The March 
of Medicine." "March" has the 
same format. 
It's even more 


factual since it has the approval 
of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation and Is sponsored by va- 
rious pharmaceutical houses. 
"The March of Medicine," now 


•witched to Sunday afternoons, was 
never more dramatic than was 
Sunday's program. It concerned 
Itself with the grafting of an aorta 
to a victim of a heart ailment. 


The viewer was privileged to 


peer into the patient's chest cav- 
ity as this delicate operation was 
performed. 
They 
were 
short 


glimpses, to be sure, but you 
saw the pulsing heart as the sur- 
geons went to work. Then there 
was the climactic shot where the 
camera centered on the graft, 
showing the transplant that was 
to save m man's life. 
To some, this stark ,bit of cam- 


era work was shocking. Our wife 
cringed at the sight. 
We stared 


at the scene in awe: our reaction 
was that of wonder and excitement. 


We don't presume to know your 


reaction. 
The scene might have 


been revolting. We don't know 
what the reaction of some doctors 
will be. 


What is important, is that now 


medicine and surgery is moving 
into the field of educating the 
laymen. We suppose that some 
professional men will consider 
that dangerous in itself. We don't 
think so. Our own feeble knowl- 
edge of anatomy has been en- 
riched. Our viewing of the medi- 
cal programs leaves us with a 
deeper respect for medical men 
and the science of medicine. 


As a final word, we are intrigued 


with the thought that these "fac- 
tual" programs are out-doing the 
spectaculars. They are undoubted- 
ly less costly; they need no danc- 
ing girls or expensive Hollywood 
stars and comics. These stories of 
medicine—its advancement and its 
hope for all mankind—cannot fail 
to rally support to medicine's tri- 
umphant march toward the lessen- 
ing of suffering and pain to mil- 
lions. 


"Medic" and "The March" are 


unquestionably fine productions.

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Dixie Lashed 
By Tornadoes 
One Killed, 48 Injured 
As Winter Hits With Fury

Stormy weather which crashed into Dixie with tornadoes 


Sunday, killing one person and injuring 48. shook heavy rain 
and snow in its wake today and drew icy winds into the na 
tion's eastern region. 
The foretaste of winter saw 15 


inches of snow in southeastern 
West Virginia and raw 20-degree 
breezes in New York City. Temper- 
atures as low as 8 below zero were 
marked near the Canadian border. 


The chill in New York's metro- 


politan area—which numbed office 
workers en route to their jobs- 
was a new low for autumn. 


Slows Traffic 


The snow which followed the 


bumptuous southeast storm con 
fused 
weather forecasters, 
who 


first said it would come, then that 
it wouldn't. It slowed traffic to a 
creep on the new West Virginia 
turnpike, giving highway mainte 
nance crews their first hard test. 


One motorist who made the drive 


from Beckley to Bluefield—a nor- 
mal 45-rninute run—in 3 hours, said 
he saw 50 cars and 25 trucks stall- 
ed. 


The great mass of cold air al- 


ready had enveloped most of the 
Midwest and eastern United States 
in a raw chill shapened by gusty 
winds and dusted with snow. Heavy 
rain was mixed with snow and 
sleet in parts of North Carolina and 
Virginia. 


Near Zero 


Freezing weather already had 


reached North Carolina, Tennessee 
and Arkansas, and dropped tem- 
peratures to near zero in northern 
Minnesota and Michigan. The low 
was 8 below zero at Pellston, Mich. 


The temperature dipped to 1 


above zero at Mason City and El- 
kader, Iowa, the coldest of the 
winter season in that area. 


An 8-year-old girl was killed in a 


collapsing house and at least 48 
other persons were injured in the 
tornadoes which struck in Alabama 
and Georgia where the cold front 
met warm, moist air from the gulf. 
At least 57 homes were destroyed 
and more than 300 were damaged 
in 13 rural communities in Alaba- 
ma and four sections of Georgia. 


Lake Michigan moderated the 


chill for Chicago, which reported 
30 degrees and snow flurries early 
today while the thermometer read 
20 at nearby Bradford, HI.

The 78-year-old head of the Ro-

ceremonies Wednesday which will 
end the special year of celebra- 
tions proclaimed by the pontiff in 
honor of the Virgin Mary. Instead, 
clemente Cardinal 
Micara, the 


Pope's vicar general for the city 
of Rome, will celebrate the Pon- 
tifical Mass in the city's oldest 
shrine to the Virgin, the basilica of 
St. Mary Major. 


Prior to his broadcast Sunday, 


the Pope was able to swallow a 
little broth, ft was the first food 
he had taken by mouth in a week. 


At one point in his short broad- 


cast, the voice of Catholicism's 
stricken leader faded slightly, but 
mostly he spok* firmly and in ca- 
dence.

POLO— (Special)—A pre- 


dawn fire of undetermined 
origin today drove seven peo- 
ple from their beds and into 
the sub-freezing cold 
and 


caused well over an estimated 
$100,000 damage in down- 
town Polo. 


Schwenk's food store and cafe, 


the D. A. Stenmark jewelry store, 
the Union Contra! Life Insurance 
office and several upstairs apart- 
ments were gutted in a blaze that 
raged out of control for almost 
four hours. 


Smoke, Water Damage 


Heavy smoke and water damage 


to adjoining stores and 
offices 


could easily push Uie estimated 
damage total even higher. Christ- 
mas stocks in the Western .Auto 
Store and Muench's shoe store 
were considerably damaged. 


The Dixon. Dixori rural. Mil- 


ledgeville and Sterling fire com- 
panies teamed with the Polo de- 
partment to battle the spectacular 
fire that threatened to destroy a 
half block of stores, offices and 
apartments in Polo's main busi- 
ness distnct. 


Approximately 50 well-organized 


firemen fought the stubborn blaze 
from all sides and succeeded in 
keeping the fire from spreading to 
adjoining buildings. 


Sterling's aerial 
truck, which 


was instrumental in keeping the 
fire contained in the Schwenk 
building, apparently cracked a 
cylinder wall in its motor while 
answenng the alarm and had to be 
towed away after Uie fire was un- 
der control. 


Began In Basement 


The fire reportedly started in the 


basement of the Schwenk food 
store but was not discovered until 
people in an upstairs apartment 
smelted smoke about 4 30 a m. 


Harvey 
Schwenk. owner and 


manager of the food store and 
cafe, said he was railed by D. A. 
Stenmark. who lived with his wife 
in one of the upstairs apartments, 
and reportedly discovered smoke 
and considerable "heat" when he 
investigated. 


Schwenk said he called the Polo 


fire department about 4.45 a.m. 
and found the entire basement ceil- 
ing ablaze when the firemen ar- 
rived. Firemen said the fire must 
have had quite a start before it 
was discovered. 


Schwenk estimated the damage 


to his building, stock and fixtures 
at $95.000 to $100,000. He said it 
was partly covered by insurance. 


Suffers Shook 


D. A. Stenmark. owner of the 


Stenmark jewelry store that ad- 
ioined Schwenk's food store on the 
west, was reported to be suffering 
Tom shock and could not be reach- 
ed for an estimate of the damage 
:o his stock. 


Three people occupied the sec- 


ond s t o r y apartment in the 
ichwenk building while two couples 
were living over the Western Auto 
store. Schryner's Insurance agen- 
cy, located over the Muench shoe 
>tore. reported heavy smoke and 
vater damage. 


Several hundred spectators stood 
hivering in the 18-degree cold for 
everal hours watching hose teams 
rom five different fire companies 
>our tons of water on the roofs and 
hrough the window? 


Smoke blanketed the area for al- 


most a block in all directions at 
he peak of the fire

Wax From Linens 


During this holiday season of en- 


tertaining, candle wax is apt to 
dnp on your best tablecloth. If it 
does, this is the way to remove it: 


Scrape away as much of the wax 


as possible with a dull knife. Then 
place the stained part between two 
pieces of white blotting paper—or 
between paper towels or cleansing 
tissues. Press the .area with a warm 
iron, changing the blotters as they 
become soiled from absorbing the 
wax. Sponge final traces of the 
stain with carbon tetrachlonde. 


As you may know, carbon tetra- 


chlonde is a nonflammable dry 
cleaning fluid that is sold under 
many trade names You will find 
it helpful in removing grease and 
oil stains. The fumes are poisonous 
if you inhale them too continuously, 
so if you have much of a job to do 
it is best to \\oik outdoors where 
the breeze can blow the fumes 
away fiom you as you work 


If colored candles leave a stain 


after you've used the grease sol- 
vent, sponge the area with a solu- 
tion of one pait denatured alcohol 
diluted with two parts water.

policy. 


91.fi Percent Voted 


The mammoth turnout of 1.554,- 


766 voters for Sunday's election— 
91.6 per cent of those eligible — 
gave the Socialists 64 seats, the 
Christian Democrats 44 and the 
Free Democrats 19. The lineup for 
the past four years had been 61 
Socialists. 34 Christian Democrats 
and 32 Free Democrats. 


Since the death last year of So- 


cialist Mayor Ernst Reuter. Chris- 
tian Democrat Walter Schreiber 
had headed a coalition administra- 


tion from his party and the Free 
Democrats. 


The Berliners stingingly repudi- 


ated the Communists and the Nazi- 
tainted German party. Both extre- 
mist parties failed to win a seat. 
The Reds received only 2.7 per 
cent of the total vote and the Ger- 
man parties 4.8 per cent. 


Reds Cry "Terror" 


Cries of "police terror" came 


from Communist propagandists to 
explain their party's debacle.

Editorials 


Healthy America a Must 


Hospitals, like our highways and our schools, have been 


feeling the tremendous pressures of American population 
growth. We can't build new ones fast enough to keep pace 
with the need. 


It isn't merely that there are more people around. It's 


also that people who never went to hospitals before are 
going now. 


For example, back in 1935 about 36 persons out of each 


1000 in the U. S. population were admitted to nonprofit hos- 
pitals for stays of various lengths. But in 1952. the latest 
year for which figures seem to be available, the rate had risen 
to 79 out of every 1000. 


According to a report of an organization called the Com- 


mission on Financing of Hospital Care, the swift growth of 
hospitalization plans like Blue Cross is one big factor ex- 
plaining this increase. Another, of course, is the general 
increase in personal income levels in the nation, enabling 
more people to pay hospital bills. 


The commission believes, too, that the figures reflect 


mounting recognition in the populace that when real illness 
strikes, the hospital is the only place to be. 


Whatever the full explanation, the boost in hospital ad- 


mission rates places a terrific strain on available institutions 
and their staffs. 
Some 20,000 persons will have entered 


American hospitals this year, spending about half a billion 
"patient-days" there. 


Though all this has naturally added substantially to hos- 


pital income drawn from patients, the costs of hospital care 
have soared astronomically at the same time. In the past 17 
years, thev have shot up 520 per cent in non-federal insti- 
tutions. This year they will amount to $4,750,000—more 
than the whole U. S. budget before the heavy relief outlays 
of depression days in the 1930's. 


Hospitals can strive for managerial efficiency and can 


reduce patients' visits to a minimum length, but basically the 


Every reasonable aid the government can give to foster 


construction of more hospitals ought to be endorsed. And 
every encouragement should be given as well to prepayment 
plans which enable many Americans to pay hospital charges 
they otherwise could not bear. 


These devices are not "socialized medicine" but merely 


represent stimulus to private effort. 
They must be taken 


advantage of if we are to avoid more drastic solutions For 
we must have a healthy America at all costs.

Readers of this column are con- 


stantly asking for a discussion of 
low blood pressure. But it hardly 
seems vise to answer these ques- 
tions as often as readers want 
since ordinarily what they consider 
low blood pressure is a matter of 
little concern from 
the health 


standpoint. 


One paper on this subject which 


I have clipped is headed "Low 
Blood Pressure: Fortune or Afflic- 
tion?" This paper, together with 
every other source of information 
on the subject of which I am aware, 
points out that low blood pressure 
alone, unless associated with symp- 
toms or definitely tied to some phv- 
siral abnormality—and this is the 
exception—is likely to be accom- 
panied with long life and compat- 
ible with radiant health. 


There ate only a few excep- 


tions: One condition known as Ad- 
dison s disease is characterized 
among other symptoms by a low 
blood pressure. This is a rare di- 
sease. Theie is another condition 
in which low blood pressure comes 
periodically known as carotid sinus 
syndrome Sudden pressure on the 
neck or sudden motion of the head 
may bring on an attack of low 
blood pressure together with other 
symptoms but this is not the type

of low blood piessure in which 
most correspondents are interested. 


Occasionally, a person will have 


a fall in blood pressure when mov- 
ing from a lying or sitting position 
to a standing one. and this may re- 
quire some attention. This goes un- 
der the tongue-twisting name of 
Chronic orthostatic hypotension. 


It is hard to say whether there 


are or are not any symptoms 
which can be laid at the door of 
low blood pressure and 
nothing 


else. Some people who have low 
blood piessure also complain of' 
lack of pep or some other vague 
symptom but this is just as likely 
to arise in the mmd as it is from 
the hloorl pressure. 


Even if the blood pressuie should 


have something to do with com- 
plaints of this sort there is not 
much which can be done about'it. 
There is no pood, safe, way to 


better left alone unless some con- 
dition is present which should be 
treated on its own account. 


Low blood pressure causes a 


great deal of unnecessaiy worn-. 
With only a few exceptions the 
person with below normal pies- 
sure can feel lucky and need not 
do anything about it if other signs 
of disease are not present.

WASHINGTON (XI — Panhandle 


Eastern Pipeline Co. said Sunday 
that additional natural gas will be 
available this winter for users in 
Illinois. Indiana, Michigan, Ohio 
and Missouri. 


In a statement the company said 


it has "virtually completed" a $22,- 
885.000 pipelaying job along its 
Texas-Michigan natural gas Sys- 
tem. 


It said completion of the project 


will enable its utility distributors 
in several Midwest states to start 
drawing as much as 100 million 
additional cubic feet of gas daily 
curing the coldest winter day. 


Present peak capacity of the 


company's two main lines was re- 
ported at about 970 million cubic 
feet. Its capacity will increase to 
about 1.070 million with additions 
to the third main line, the com- 
pany explained.
